Candybomber  recounts  story 

Y  assistant  dean  dropped  treats  to  children  during  war 
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Volunteers  sought  to  teach 
scouts  during  '84  powwow

To  BYU,  Gail  Halvorsen  is  the 
assistant  dean  of  Student  Life,  but  to 
the  children  of  blockaded  Berlin  in 
1948,  he  is  the  candybomber. 

At  that  time,  Halvorsen  was  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Air  Force  and  volun¬ 
teered  to  transport  food,  medicine 
and  fuel  as  part  ofOpcration  Vittles" 
to  Berlin  shortly  after  the  airlift  be¬ 
gan  in  1948. 

Planes  landed  at  Tempelhof  Air¬ 
port  every  three  minutes.  “We  were 
only  in  Berlin  long  enough  to  unload 
138  bags  of  flour  and  then  we  woukl 
fly  back  to  Rhein  Main  to  get  some 
more."  said  Halvorsen. 

“I  walked  to  the  edge  of  Tempelhof 
Airport  to  take  pictures  of  the  planes 
landing  and  departing.  I  noticed  a  si¬ 
lent  group  of  German  children  stand 
ing  next  to  the  barbed  wire  fence 
watching  me." 

Halvorsen  said  he  talked  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  for  about  an  hour.  “When  1  final¬ 
ly  turned  to  leave,  it  occurred  to  me 
that  there  was  something  different 
about  these  children. 

"Everywhere  else  I  had  been  — 
Great  Britain.  Africa,  South  America 
— children  recognized  Americans  anti 
would  run  up  to  me  and  ask  for  candy 
or  gum. 

"These  children  wore  patched 
clothes  and  didn't  get  enough  Yood  to 
eat,  but  they  never  asked  me  for  any¬ 
thing.  They  seemed  grateful  for  what 
'Operation  Vittles'  brought  them." 

Halvorsen  said  he  found  two  pieces 
of  gum  in  his  pocket,  broke  them  in 
half  and  passed  them  to  the  children 
through  the  fence.  "I  was  amazed. 

•  they  didn't  fight  or  push  or  shove  over 
the  gum. 

“The  four  children  who  had  taken 
the  gum  unwrapped  the  pieces  care¬ 
fully  and  passed  the  wrapper  around 
—  the  other  children  hail  sheer  de¬ 


light  on  their  faces  just  to  smell  the 
wrapper.'' 

At  this  time,  candy  was  a  black 
market  item.  "Women  would  do  a 
whole  week's  laundry  just  for  a  candy 
bar."  Halvorsen  said. 

"With  only  30  cents.  I  could  get  a 
piece  of  gum  for  all  of  these  children. 
But  I  knew  that  1  would  probably 
never  have  time  o  visit  again. 

“I  told  them  to  stand  in  a  clearing 
near  the  airport  and  1  would  drop  lit¬ 
tle  parachutes  with  candv  attached  to 
them,"  he  said. 

The  military  could  only  purchase  a 
certain  amount  of  gum  and  candy.  “1 
bought  all  I  could  on  my  ration  card,” 
said  Halvorsen.  “1  asked  my  copilot 
and  flight  engineer  to  donate  their  ra¬ 
tions." 

He  put  the  candy  bars  and  gum  in 
three  handkerchief  parachutes. 
When  he  saw  the  children  on  the  field 
he  wiggled  his  wings  back  and  forth  so 
the  children  would  recognize  him. 

“The  kids  just  about  went  crazy  and 
I  dropped  the  candy  through  the  flare 
chute  behind  the  pilot's  scat. 

“It  was  against  regulations,  and  I 
was  afraid  that  1  would  get  caught 
and  court-martialed.  I  was  not  going 
to  drop  any  more  after  this  first  trip. 

"My  buddies  in  the  squadron  heard 
about  the  trip  and  started  leaving 
their  candy  and  gum  rations  on  my 
bed.  So  I  continued  to  make  the  pra- 
chutes  and  drop  them  until  I  got 
caught.  My  trips  became  known  as 
‘Operation  Little  Vittles.’ 

‘The  colonel  called  me  in  and  when 
he  said  he  had  received  a  phone  call 
from  the  general.  I  knew  I  was  in 
trouble.  Ohe  of  my  parachutes  almost 

hit  a  newspaper  reporter  and  ‘Opera¬ 
tion  Little  Vittles'  made  the  front 
page. 

"The  general  had  actually  called  to 
congratulate  the  squadron  for  such  a 
novel  goodwill  gesture."

Erl  McMahon  anti  crew  searched  for 
stars  and  fountl  IlYU’s  Lee  and  I.inda 
Wakefield,  who  will  appear  on  “Star 
Search"  on  Sunday  on  Channel  20. 

The  Wakefields,  current  U.S.  Profes¬ 
sional  Theatrical  Arts  Champions,  were 
selected  from  20,000  people  who  au¬ 
ditioned  to  perform  their  interpretive 
style  of  ballroom  tlancc  on  the  television 
show. 

“Star  Search"  selects  acts  through  an 
audition  process.  The  crew  visited  major 
regional  cities  including  Atlanta.  New 
York.  Chicago  and  various  cities  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  where  they  advertised  and  held  au¬ 
ditions.  They  chose  people,  videotaped 
them  and  selected  the  final  |>erformers 
from  that. 

Selected  by  videotape 

I.ee  said  he  and  his  wife  were  not 
selected  that  way  because  there  were  no 
auditions  in  this  area.  Instead,  they  sent  a 
viileotai*  to  the  company  last  March  of 
three  acts  they  had  iierformed  here  in 
Provo. 

The  scouts  selected  act:,  in  various  divi¬ 
sions  including  male  actor,  female  actress, 
musical  group,  mule  vocalist,  female 
vocalist  and  dance  group.  The  Wakefields 
were  one  of  two  acts  picked  to  compete  in 
the  dance  division. 

On  Sept.  12  they  were  told  they  would 
perform  in  eight  days.  Lee  said  they  had  to 
scramble  to  get  the  required  music  to  the 
company  on  such  short  notice. 

They  also  had  to  have  their  costumes  in 
early  to  be  cleared.  They  wanted  lo  wear 
the  white  costumes  they  already  had.  but 
white  was  not  allowed  because  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  film  on  TV  if  the  subjects  are  mov¬ 


ing.  They  resorted  to  blue,  which  works 
well  on  camera. 

Lee  had  to  order  new  suits  from  his 
tailor  in  London  and  Linda's  dressmaker 
in  Los  Angeles  had  to  make  two  new  chif¬ 
fon  dresses  in  three  days.  Lee  said,  "We 
were  frantically  getting  ready.” 

Lee  and  Linda  performed  a  lyrical  or 
interpretive  style  of  ballroom  dance  to 
"The  Impossible  Dream,"  which  they  have 
done  at  BYU.  This  style  of  dance  includes 
many  lifts,  spins  and  tricks. 

Instead  of  doing  a  contemporary  dance, 
they  chose  not  to  change  their  usual  style. 
“We  decided  we  should  not  try  to  conform 
because  we  wanted  to  do  what  we  do 
best,"  said  Lee. 

Filming.process  familiar 

The  Wakefields  were  filmed  in  the 
Aquarius-Theater  on  Sunset  Boulevard  in 
Hollywood.  Lee  said  they  hail  already  per¬ 
formed  for  television  a  number  of  times,  so 
the  filming  process  for  "Star  Search"  was 
not  entirely  foreign  to  them. 

"There  are  certain  things  you  have  to  do 
to  accommodate  the  television.  You  have 
to  follow  rehearsal  schedules  and  remain 
in  your  restricted  areas,  but  we  were  used 
to  these  demands."  said  Lee. 

The  Wakefields  mostly  interacted  with 
the  production  staff.  Lee  saiil  other  times 
they  have  been  filmed  it  has  been  confus¬ 
ing.  However,  he  said  the  people  from 
“Star  Search"  were  organized  and  always 
told  them  what  was  expected  of  them  as 
performers.  The  show  was  "professionally 
tun,”  said  Lee. 

The  production  staff  told  the  perfor¬ 
mers  that  93  percent  of  the  televisions  in 
the  United  States  receive  "Star  Search." 
so  that  knowledge  put  some  pressure  on 
Lee  and  Linda.  Lee  said.  “Knowing  we 
were  going  to  be  in  front  of  all  of  those 


people  made  it  a  little  more  difficult  than 
usual."  Hestiid  when  they  |>erformed  they 
were  so  concerned  about  the  dance  that 


half  to  do  it  and  do  il  right."  said  Lee. 

When  asked  about  nreshow  jitters,  he 
said  a  performer  should  always  be  a  litlie 
nervous.  If  he  is  not  nervous,  he  is  prob¬ 
ably  not  in  the  correct  frame  of  mind. 
"Even  the  most  experienced  actors,  sin¬ 
gers  or  any  entertainers  should  have  a 
certain  amount  of  anxiety  before  stepping 
out  on  stage." 

Potential  is  key 

The  puroose  of  “Star  Search"  is  to  ex¬ 
pose  people  to  the  entertainment  indus¬ 
try-  It,  is  literqlly .producing  stars.  Lee 
said.  The  judging  was  not  doppjust  on  the. 
basis  of  dance  ability  and  execution,  but 
more  on  star  potential  and  star  quality. 

An  actress  who  performed  on  the  prog¬ 
ram  and  won  the  overall  competition  in  her 
division  is  now  on  the  soap  opera  "General 
Hospital."  and  a  comedian  who  won  a  few 
times  is  now-  appearing  in  Las  Vegas. 

The  judges  awarded  the  Wakefields  a 
three  on  a  scale  of  one  to  four,  four  being 
the  highest.  This  tied  them  for  first  place. 
In  the  case  of  a  tie.  the  judging  was  turned 
over  to  the  voting  audience,  which  placed 
the  Wakefields  second.  The  first-place 
winners  were  a  couple  who  performed  a 
tap  dancing  routine. 

They  wanted  to  win  in  their  division  on 
"Star  Search."  blit  winning  the  U.S.  Pro¬ 
fessional  Theatrical  Arts  competition  in 
New  York  where  they  performed  just  a

Some  cities  in  Utah  County 
are-protected  by  the  hour 


Several  small  cities  and  a  government  organiza¬ 
tion  do  not  have  their  own  police  forces.  These 
cities  contact  the  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Office  to 
hire  police  by  an  hourly  rate  when  needed. 

The  cities  that  hire  police  are  Elk  Ridge,  (near 
Spinish  Fork),  Genola,  (near  Payson  and  Santa- 
quin)  and  Cedar  Hills,  (near  Pleasant  Grove  and 
Lindon).  The  United  States  Forest  Service  also  has 
a  contract  with  Utah  County  Police. 

“The  Forest  Service  has  funding  available  to  pay 
for  local  law  enforcement.  We  have  had  a  contract 
with  them  for  approximately  ten  years."  said  Utah 
County  Sheriff  Mack  Holley. 

The  Forest  Service  uses  the  extra  police  cover¬ 
age  mainly  on  holidays  and  some  weekends.  "They 
tell  us  where  to  go  and  pay  an  hourly  rate  as  well  as 
a  rental  fee  on  the  vehicles  used,"  Holley  said. 

Genola  and  Cedar  Hills  each  have  one  full-time 
officer  on  call  24  hours  a  day.  according  to  Holley. 
Elk  Ridge  has  no  individual  police  force  at  all.  "We 
have  a  contract  with  all  three  cities  to  provide  cer¬ 
tain  law  enforcement  that  they  request  and  then  we 
bill  them,"  said  Holley.  “It  doesn’t  amount  to  much 


in  revenue  for  us.  but  having  a  contract  with  them 
is  the  only  way  we  can  legally  help  out." 

Utah  County  Police  provide  cove: age  for  the 
officers  in  Genola  and  Cellar  Hi":  when  they  have 
to  be  out  of  town  for  seminars  or  other  reasons,  said 
Holley.  “In  that  case,  we  send  an  officer  in  to  cover 
the  area  until  the  city's  officer  is  able  to  take  over 
again." 

If  one  of  the  officers  requests  assistance  while  he 
is  on  duty,  there  is  no  charge.  "We  have  a  Mutual 
Aid  agreement  with  all  police  agencies  in  Utah 
County,"  said  Holley. 

The  county  also  takes  care  of  patrolling  the  Elk 
Ridge  area  by  using  a  few  of  the  officers  who  reside 
in  Elk  Ridge  watch  out  for  the  area.

He  became  known  as  "Uncle  Wigg¬ 
ly  Wings,”  “the  Bon-Bon  Bomber" 
and  “the  Chocolate  Flyer." 

Halvorsen  said,  “Letters  from  the 
children  began  to  come  with  maps  and 
directions  to  their  houses  so  I  would 
know  where  to  drop  the  candy. 

"Even  children  from  East  Berlin 
would  write  and  say  ‘We  don't  like  the 
Russians  either'  and  tell  me  to  drop 
some  candy  to  them." 

.  The  United  States  soon  heard  ab¬ 
out  "Operation  Little  Vittles"  and 
started  sending  candy,  guum  nd 
handkerchiefs.  Halvorsen  would  re¬ 
ceive  three  to  four  bags  of  mail  every 
other  day. 

Women's  clubs  got  together  to 
assemble  parachutes,  he  said.  "Radio 
stations  developed  campaigns  to  get 
people  to  send  more  handkerchiefs. 

"Press  releases  would  emphasize 
the  fact  that  I  was  a  bachelor  to  en¬ 
courage  women  to  send  handker¬ 
chiefs.  Women  sent  perftimed  hand-  ■ 
kerchiefs,  lace  handkerchiefs, ...  all 
kinds  of  handkerchiefs  poured  in." 

The  people  in  Chickapee  Falls. 
Mass. ,  used  an  old  firehouse  to  form 
an  assembly  line.  They  made  para¬ 
chutes  and  shipped  them  to  Hal¬ 
vorsen. 

“We  had  to  get  a  map  of  West  Ber¬ 
lin  and  figure  out  where  all  the  parks 
and  schoolyards  were  so  we  could 
drop  the  parachutes  there  because 
the  airfield  was  getting  dangerously 
crowded  with  children. 

"I'd  estimate  that  by  December,  we 
had  dropped  90,000  miniature  candy 
chutes  throughout  Berlin.  It  had  be¬ 
come  a  massive  operation."  he  said. 


Halvorsen  met  with  the  president 
of  the  American  Confectioners  Asso¬ 
ciation  during  a  brief  visit  to  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  in  the  fall  of  1948. 

“When  he  asked  me  how  much  can¬ 
dy  I  could  use.  I  gave  him  some  out¬ 
landish  amount.  But  when  1  flew  back 
to  Rhein  Main,  a  military  policeman 
escorted  me  to  n  boxcar  surrounded 
by  armed  guards.  Inside  the  car  was 
3,000  pounds  of  candy. 

"The  following  week  3,500  pounds 
more  arrived.  The  sum  included  con¬ 
tributions -from  the  association  and 
from  cities  all  over  the  United 
States.” 

The  candy  filled  two  jail  cells  in  the 
military  jail  and  was  under  a  24-hour 
armed  guard.  Halvorsen  said. 

The  6,600  pounds  of  candy  was  too 
much  to  drop  over  Berlin.  American 
authorities  and  the  German  Youth 
Association  in  West  Berlin  organized 
Christmas  parties  for  the  children. 

Because  the  Russians  had  cut  off 
the  power  to  West  Berlin,  all  of  the 
parties  had  to  be  held  during  the  day. 
but  thousands  of  children  turned  out 
and  the  candy  was  distributed,  Hal¬ 
vorsen  said. 

"My  experience  in  Berlin  has 
taught  me  a  lot  about  these  people. 
Their  will  to  survive  and  their  fight 
for  freedom  amazed  me. 

"During  a  general  election  just 
weeks  before  I  left.  99  out  of  100  West 
Berliners  had  voted  dramatically 
against  the  acceptance  of  Com¬ 
munism." 

Halvorsen  has  been  invited  back  by 
the  mayor  and  the  city  of  West  Berlin 
several  times  to  commemorate  the 
lifting  of  the  blockade. 


He  went  back  to  Berlin  in  1969.  “By 
this  time,  most  of  the  kids  whom  I  had 
dropped  candy  to  were  grown  and  had 
kids  of  their  own." 

The  parents  had  told  the  children 
about  the  candybomber  and  the  kids 
wanted  to  see  the  candybomber  in  ac- 


and  threw  parachutes  to  the  childre: 
just  like  I  had  during  the  blockade. 

On  visits  to  Berlin.  Halvorsen  said 
he  is  recognized  immediately.  Ger¬ 
mans  rush  up  to  him  to  talk  about  the 
blockade  ana  his  candy  bombing  days 
and  they  ask  for  autographs. 

Halvorsen  was  bom  in  Salt  Lake 
City  and  grew  up  on  farms  in  South¬ 
ern  Idaho  and  Garland,  Utah. 

After  serving  as  a  pilot  during  the 
airlift,  he  continued  to  serve  in  the 
Air  Force.  From  1970  to  1974,  he  was 
commander  of  Tempelhof  Central 
Airport  and  was  the  United  States 


Some  of  Halvorsen's  awards  in¬ 
clude  the  Cheney  Award  for  1948  and 
1949,  the  Medal  for  Humane  Action, 
the  Legion  of  Merit,  Commendation 
Medal  and  the  German  Service  Cross 
to  the  Order  of  Merit  from  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  West  Germany. 

He  has  master's  degrees  in  Aero¬ 
nautical  Engineering  and  Guidance 
and  Counseling.

Some  students  are  'high  on  the  hog' 
working  at  swine  production  farm

Some  BYU  student 
employees  are  high  on 
the  hog. 

BYU  owns  a  swine 

production  farm  that  is 
managed  and  run  almost 
exclusively  by  students, 
said  Robert  L.  Park, 
animal  science  professor 
and  director  of  the  farm. 

“Students  must  make 
almost  all  decisions  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  farm,"  said 
Park.  "The  manager  is  a 
student  and  ull  em¬ 
ployees  are  students. 
The  farm’s  success  hing¬ 
es  almost  exclusively  on 
them." 

Pete  Kjosness.  a 
junior  from  Last 
Chance,  Colo.,  majoring 
in  animal  science  repro¬ 
duction,  is  the  manager 
of  the  farm.  “We  work 
with  all  aspects  of  swine 
production,"  said  Kjos¬ 
ness.  "Sure  we  make 
mistakes,  but  we  learn 
so  much." 

Kjosness  said  the  stu¬ 
dents  raise  the  pigs  from 
birth  to  the  time  they 
are  ready  for  market. 
"We  take  care  of  the  sow- 
while  she  is  giving  birth: 
we  dry  the  piglets  ofT af¬ 
ter  birth  and  clip  their 
needle  teeth  so  the  pigs 
wont  it\jure  one  another 
when  they  are  older,"  he 
said. 

Kjosness  said  the 
farm  is  a  78-sow  opera¬ 
tion  that  uses  artificial 
insemination  to  a  large 
extent  as  the  method  of  , 
fertilization.  “Pigs  born  I 


through  artificial  in¬ 
semination  seem  to  be 
leaner,  faster  growing 
animals,''  he  said.
